SAN FBANCISCO, February 3.—The suit 


over the will ol tho late James G. Fair 
was practically decided thia morning. 
Superior Judge Slack declared the trust 
clause of Fair's will invulid so far aa it 
relates to real estate. All there ia for 
the heirs to fight over is tho personal 
property of the estate. The decision to- 
day was made on an action brought by 
Oharlea <!. Fair against the trustees un- 
der the will to quiet title to the Liuk 
homo part of the property of the Fair 
estate. 


Over $10,000,000 of the Fair estate is 


in government bonds, and there ie a 
great deal of other personal property, so 
the truatees will earn fat fees despite 
Judge SWck'a decision.

CONGRESS UKGED TO AID ITALIAN 


FAMILIES 


Rendered Depeiideiit by the Lawless 


Killiug of Laborers lu 


Colorado. 


WASHINGTON, February 3.—President 


Cleveland today eeiit to coiigreaa the 
following message: 


Irt my laet annual measure allusion 


was made to the lawless killing of cur- 
tain Italian laborer* in the elate of Col- 
orado, and it was added that the "de- 
pendent families of some of the unfor- 
tunate victims invite by their deplorable 
condition gracious provision for tliolr 
needs." It now appears that in addi- 
tion to three of these laborcra who were 
riotously killed, two others who escaped 
death by iliaht incurred pitiable disa- 
bilities through exposure and privation. 
Without discuaemu the question of lia- 
bility of tho United Slutcu for these ro- 
eiilts, cither by reason of treaty obliga- 
tions or under tha general rules of in- 
ternational law, I venture to urge upon 
congress the propriety of limiting from 
thu public IrtJiiDiiry prompt and rutieun- 
Bblo 
pecuniary provioion for those 


injured, itnd for the families of those 
who were (tilled. To aid in the con- 
sideration of the subject I append 
hereto the report of tho secretary of 
state, accompanied by certain corre- 
spondence which fully presents all the 
features of the several cast

The facta 
are without dispute, and no comments 
or argument can add to the force of 
their appeal to the generous considera- 
tion of congress. Three persona were 
killed outright, and two other* received 
injuries of a character moat disabling as 
well aa painful. 


The only question wqnld seem to beaa 
to the amount of gratuity incase, which 
must rest, of course, wholly in the die- 
creation of congress, to whom it can 
hardly be necessary to cite the statutes 
of many elates of tho Union, fixing the 
maximum to be exacted in the ca.se of 
death caused by negligence at the Bum 
of $50,000.

Immediate action was 
taken by Acting Secretary Uhl in ob- 
taining the facts, and this waa ao satis- 
factory to Baron Fava, that he repeat- 
edly expressed hia belief that the federal 
government would not hesitate to do all 
that could be done to bring the guilty 
parties to justice. 
Letters and tele- 


grams from Governor Mclntyre to Sec- 
retary Greaham and Mr. Uhl showed 
that he was in entire sympathy with 
the endeavors of the federal government 
to give satisfaction to Italy in the mat- 
ter.

arum institutions. 
After the debate had run on for two 
ours, Robertson, Democrat of Louiei- 
na, openly charged that the war on 
leao appropriations for charitable in- 
titutiona had been precipitated by the 
.P.A. 
He opposed the amendment on 


ie ground that the appropriations wero 
ot for the benefit of the b-cclariau in- 
itutione, but for charity through their 
geucy. 
Messrs. Morse of Massachusetts, and 
owors of California, Republicans fa- 
ored tho amendment, while Mensra. 
'heeler of Georgia, Bartlett of New 
ork, Washington of Tennessee, Detuo- 
•ata, opposed it. 
The appropriation for tun first of the 
atitutious complained of waa adopted, 
30 to 33. 
When the noxt appropriation was re- 


ported, for the German Orphan asylum, 
the sectarian character of the institu- 
tion was challenged, and Willie, Repub- 
lican of Delaware, made a stirring ap- 
peal to the house. With all the linger- 
ing prejudice against state aid to sec- 
tarian institutions, he urged tlie house 
to defer tho work of upholding these 
charities until eoinething better was put 
in their place. 


"That is right," came from several 
parts of the hall. 


Mr. Hainor, however, claimed that 


tho purpose of'hie amendment waa not 
to deprive the children of the moans of 
support, but to vote the money intended 
for these institutions to the board of 
children's guardians, or that the public 
control might follow the appropriation 
of public money. 


Mr. Milnes, Republican of Michigan, 


opposed 
tho appropriations on the 


ground that they constituted an appro- 
priation of public money for private pur- 
poses. 


The appropriation for the German or- 


phan home was stricken out. 


The next appropriation, for the na- 


tional association for the destitute col- 
ored women and children, brought sev- 
eral protests from members who had 
BUPJpported the previous amendments. 


Mr. Pitney, Republican of New -Tor- 


ecy, explained that such institutions 
bad been chartered by an act of con- 
gress, signed by President Lincoln, and 
wua entirely dependent upon the gov- 
ernment for Btipport. If that support 
were withdrawn, it must close. Refer- 
ring to the llaiuer amendment ho Quid 
most emphatically, "I am opposed to 
auch torn follery." [Applause.] 


Without reaching a vote, the commit- 


teei arose and the house, at -J.CO p.m., 
adjourned.

Doc" Edwards for a saloon in China- 
own be revoked, "it being a disorderly 
lace to which minors are admitted." 


As Clerk Bbauklin concluded the ,read- 
ng of tlie report Mark Walser arose and 
sked permission, as attorney for Ed- 
wards, to talk to tho board. Tbe request 
vas granted. 
Mr. Walser stated that he appeared to

clerk. The Fresno Flume aud Irrigation 
Company Is plaintiff and Mrs. Ohria- 
tina Graham defendant.

unselfish effort to improve conditions, 
thus arriving at a batter understanding 
and clearly showing the infinite possi- 
bilities of united labor. 


Second, tbe system of trade that is 


put into practice by tho exchange is cal- 
culated to increase productive wealth 
infinitely, and every dollar of wealth 
thus created adds that much directly 
and indirectly to the enjoyment and 
comfort of all. 


The spirit and desire for better con- 


ditions, improvement, progress, and the 
fraternal feeling that every man is your 
brother, and tb« wis-h to co-or.erate in 
certain directions for mutual welfare, ia 
beyond doubt the present tendency of 
the age. 


G. B. Do Bernardi, cognizant of the 


present and foreseeing tbe drift of onr 
vicious commercial system, has present- 
ed to the world the most perfect plan of 
co-operation yet devised. It aims to ad- 
vance the material, mental and moral 
welfare of the individual, and hy so do- 
ing increase the happiness of all.
